In the making of white 
print paper, chemicals are 
used to 


bleach it. and Europe has been furnishing 
the 
chemicals. 
The 


supply is running low, and the papcrmakers are sorely distressed. 
So they arc using less of the chemicals in the production of then- 
output, with the result that much of the paper used in the 
daily 


newspapers is a somewhat yellowish tint—more nearly 
the 
nat- 


ural'color of the wood from which the paper is produced.

If yon came into th'is world with 
the thirst of drink, or were horn 
in the slums, and grew up sur- 
rounded by immorality, God will 
not down you because of your an- 
cestors or surroundings. He has 
put it right square up to, your 
will. You are a free moral agent. 
]f you are damned, it is because 
yon are fool enough to refuse to 
let Jesus Christ save you. 


:'No man is ever so drunk that 


body to do that which is impos- 
sible. You have enough light for 
the whole U. S. to he saved upon, 
Go to the bible, read it from cover 
to cover, and if you do not fine
